Is an age when political diſcuſſions and in- 


tereſts engage the attention of all ranks of 
men, it 1s hoped that the following ſheets will 


not prove unacceptable to the public: From 


the authentic ſtatement which they contain, 
of the manner in which every peer and free- 
holder. in Scotland voted at. the late general 


election, an idea may at once be formed, of 


the influence of government, the connec« 


tions of powerful families, the conſideration 


in which particular individuals are held, and 
the political ſentiments which prevail through- 
out the country at large.

For the ſake of thoſe who may not poſleſs 


—— inclination or leiſure to peruſe the more e- 


laborate treatiſes written by profeſſional men 
upon the election laws of Scotland, it is pro- 


pPoſed to ſtate here a ſhort account of them. 
Without entering into minute legal inveſ- 
tigations, thoſe , circumſtances, only ſhall be 


mentioned which every Scotch gentleman 
ought to know, and which they who are 
ſtrangers to other branches of our law may 
eaſily comprehenld. 


The ancient hiſtory of the parliament of 
Scotland is involveg in much obſcurity. Even 
its conſtituent branches, down to no very dif- 
tant period, are not well aſcertained. It con- 
ſiſted of an aſſembly of the greater barons 
or nobility, of the kingdom, with the higher 
orders of the clergy, appearing in perſon or 
by proxy, to which were added, commiſſioners 
from different ſhires, to repreſent the leſſer ba- 
rons, and the repreſentatives of royal boroughs. 
Theſe united, formed the four eſtates of the 
kingdom; upon whoſe reſolutions the king 
eame, in latter times, to have a negative, and 
might therefore be conſidered as a' fifth eſtate! 
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The repreſentatives of the royal boroughs 7»tr-due- 
fat in the great council of the nation at a 


more early period than the commiſſioners 
from ſhires. It ſeems to have been in the 
courſe of the fourteenth century, that the bo- 
roughs firſt ſent repreſentatives to parliament; 
but it was long before they became of much 


weight as an eſtate of the kingdom. With 


regard to the repreſentation of the ſhires, it 


was one of the duties of feudal ſubjects to 


give counſel to their ſovereign : every land- 
holder was therefore obliged to attend the 
king, when he ſummoned his vaſſals to appear 
for that purpoſe in parliament. It was in the 


time of James the Firſt, and by act 1427, 


c. 102, that the freeholders, or leſſer barons, 
were firſt excuſed from perſonal attendance, 


on condition that they ſhould ſend to parlia- 


ment, and bear the expences of two or more 
* wiſe men” from each ſhire, as repreſenta- 
tives. This, however, was uſually neglected ; 


and conſequently, each individual freeholder *, - 


remained bound to appear in perſon, or by

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we re proxy, till as late as the reign of James the 
Fish, when the act 1587, c. 113, pointed 
cout minutely the made of election. 


But the truth is, the whole of the ſubject is ob- 
ſcure; it is of little importance now, and was ac- 
counted of little by our anceſtors. The middle of 
the 15th century had elapſed before even the 
names of the members of parliament were re- 


corded. The whole orders of the ancient Scotch 


parliament fat in one houſe. The boroughs, to 
give themſelves importance, uſually elected emi- 
nent lawyers as their commiſſioners. The crown 
couldeaſilyinfluencetheſe F,as well as the higher 
orders of the clergy. It even contrived to obtain 
what appears of more importance : no buſineſs 
could be brought into parliament, without the 
approbation of a committee called the Lordi of 
the Articles, whom, from the mode of their 
election, it was always in the power of the 
crown to have in its intereſts. But all this 
was of little uſe to the ſovereigns, or advan»

tage to the community. Deſtitute of induſtry or wp 
of wealth, the boroughs were poor; the kings - 
had little, or rather no revenue; and the war- 
like nobles appearing at the head of their nu- 
merous vaſſals, could eaſily overawe both. 
But indeed the great barons ſeldom troubled 
themſelves much about what paſſed in the 
council of the nation, Ignorant of buſineſs, 
- and deſpiſing it, a parliament laſted only a 
| ſingle ſeſſion, and! that ſeſſion only a few days. 
| This was the caſe down to the times of 
Charles the Firſt. The difficulty was not, 
how to introduce new, or even good laws in- 
to Scotland, but how to procure obedience to 
them ; for, if the martial ſpirit of the nobles 
led them to regard the reſolutions of parlia- 
ment with indifference, they viewed with ſet- 
tled diſlike and contempt the artificial and tedi- 
ous proceedings of courts of juſtice. Retiring 
to a caſtle ſituated on a rock, or in the 
midſt of a moraſs, a powerful chieftain could 
defy all the force which a feeble adminiſtration 
could bring againſt him: If injured by others, 
he advanced at the head of the numerous and 
faithful dependents and allies of his family ; 
and wanted not the aid of timid and peaceful

* men, of judges and of lawyers, to avenge his 


ne cauſe. 


At the Reformation, by the abolition of the 
order of biſhops, and introduction of the preſ- 
byterian form of church government, one of 
the four eſtates was taken from the parliament 
of Scotland. Various attempts were made to 
reſtore it; but the ſtrong bent of the nation at 
laſt prevailed at the Revolution ; ſince which 
time the clergy of Seotland, as ſuch, have 
had no ſeat in parliament. _ 


The parliament of England conſiſted of four 


eſtates, beſides the king ; two eſtates ſitting 


in one houſe, and two in another. In the up- 
per houſe, the nobility, or lords temporal 


of parliament, and the higheſt order of the 
clergy, fat together, and appeared in perſon, 
or by proxy. In the lower houſe, the repre- 
ſentatives of the leſſer barons elected by dif. 
ferent ſhires, ſat along with the repreſentatives 
of the boroughs. The lower houſe, as re- 
preſenting a wealthy and numerous people, in 
a country governed by regular laws, was, of 


- courſe, more powerful than an aſſembly of 


unarmed individuals, however eminent in 
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rank. Hence it claimed almoſt the ſole 7ntroduce 
right of taxation, as well as a power of 'pro- 


poſing, and putting a negative upon every 
liw that was paſſed. From this aroſe the great 
mixture of democracy i in the FRO govern- 
ment. n e | 


After the northern and ſouthern diviſions of 
the iſland came, by courſe of deſcent, to have 
the ſame ſovereign, an union between them 
was withed for, and at length completed, 

A. D. 1707 *. The firſt article of the treaty 
of Union ratified by the legiſlature of each 
kingdom apart, enacts, That the two king⸗ 
% doms of Scotland and England ſhall be 
© united into one kingdom under the name 
© of Great Britain.” And by article zd it is 
decreed, © That the united kingdom of Great 
„Britain be repreſented by one and the ſame 
e parliament, to be ſtiled, the Parliament of 
Great Britain.”

The ſhare of repreſentation allowed to Scot- 
land, by the a ad article of the treaty, was the 
following : That the whole order of nobility 
ſhould be repreſented by ſixteen peers, choſen 
at every new parliament, or vacancy in the 
number, and entitled to ſit and vote in the 
upper houſe of the Britiſh parliament : the reſt 
of the nobility retaining their titles of honour, 
and other privileges, excepting that of ſitting 
and voting in parliament, or on the trial of a 
peer :—That forty-five commiſſioners ſhould 
be choſen to repreſent the ſhires and boroughs, 
and entitled to fit in the lower houſe of parlia« 
ment, or Houſe of Commons of Great Britain; 
thirty of theſe to be elected by the ſhires, and 
the remaining fifteen by the royal boroughs, 


This naturally leads to the conſideration of 
the laws for the election of Scotch members 
of parliament, under three heads: The election 
of Peers, of commiſſioners from the ſhires,

To enable a peer to vote, it is not neceſſary 7-trodue- 
that he be preſent in perſon at the meeting 


of election; he may alſo vote by proxy, or 
by ſending a ſigned liſt : but the perſon ap- 
pointed as proxy muſt himſelf be a peer; 
nor can one peer hold more than two 
proxies. The mandate authoriſing a peer 
to vote for another, or the ſigned lift, 
muſt be ſubſcribed in preſence of two wit- 
neſſes, who muſt alſo ſubſcribe ; but it is not 
neceſſary that the name of the writer or wit- 
neſſes be inſerted in the body of the man- 
date or inſtrument, as is the practice in other 
deeds of importance in Scotland; nor is it ne- 
ceſſary that the paper be ſtamped: but a Scotch 
peer who holds an Engliſh peerage muſt ſign 
his mandate of proxy or liſt by his Scotch title. 
Before a peer can ſend a ſigned liſt or appoint 
a proxy, he muſt take all the oaths above men- 
tioned in preſence of a ſheriff-depute or his 
ſubſtitute ; but the ſheriff may hold his court 
for that. purpoſe any where within the limits 
of his juriſdiction, even in one of his Ma- 
jeſty's garriſons}.

If a Scotch peer reſide in England, he may 
take the oaths in any of the four courts of 
Chancery, King's Bench, Common Pleas, or 
Exchequer, to be certified under the ſeals of 
theſe courts. And if a peer is abroad on pub- 
lic ſervice, who, on a former occaſion, has 
qualified, his proxy or figned liſt will be ad- 
mitted upon this being certified.

in this ſtage of the buſineſs. Three rolls are 
made up, of peers preſent, of proxies, and of 
ſigned liſts. The oaths are then adminiſtered 
by the clerks, and ſubſcribed by the peers who 
are preſent. The peers who attend the elec- 
tion in perſon vote firſt, reading aloud, and 
then giving in their liſts in writing; the 
proxies are next called, and do the ſame; and 
laſtly, the ſigned liſts of abſent peers are pro- 
duced, all in the order of precedency in the 
great roll. While the votes are collecting, 
proteſts may be entered againſt particular votes 
on whatever foundation, ſuch as, defect of right, 
or informality in the proxy or liſt. The peers 
cannot judge of the grounds of proteſt; and if 
two perſons claim the ſame peerage, both are 
admitted by the clerks *, and the election may 
be diſputed by petition to the Houſe of Lords, 
complaining of the return. The clerks next 
make a ſcrutiny into the number of votes; and

this ſcrutiny, the unſucceſsful candidates uſual- 
ly enter a general proteſt againſt the election;

of Lords any votes or proceedings 1n the courſe 
of the buſineſs. 


Two Spie of the return are made out, and 
ſigned and ſealed in preſence of the peers; one 
is tranſmitted to the clerk of the crown at Lon- 
don, and the other is depoſited in the general 
Regiſter- office at Edinburgh. All circumſtances 
are accurately noted down by the clerks; and 
the meeting concludes, as it began, with 
prayers. 


It was long a practice for the miniſter to 
ſend down a liſt to each peer of thoſe whom 
he wiſhed to have elected; but this cuſtom, ſo 
openly diſhonourable to the peerage of Scot- 
land, was at laſt violently reſiſted, and ſeems 
now laid aſide, at leaſt is not avowed.

was not then accounted, as it now is, the moſt 
valuable privilege of a gentleman ; it was one 
of the duties and marks of the ſubjection of a 
feudal vaſſal, was attended with much expence, 
and always avoided. 


As the crown parcelled out the kingdom 
among its vaſſals the barons, ſo the barons 
adopted a ſimilar practice, and parcelled out 
portions of their lands among their own in- 
feriors and dependents, under conditions re- 
ſembling thoſe impoſed upon themſelves by the 


ſovereign. The vaſſal of a baron was bound to 


fidelity to his lord; to ſupport him with his coun- 
ſel, his ſword, and his property; to contribute to 
his ranſom if a.captive, and to perform towards 
him all the duties which he in his turn per- 
formed to his prince. The baron had even tris

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When the leſs wealthy barons found the 
obligation to perſonal attendance upon parlia- 
ment an intolerable and expenſive grievance, 
and obtained permiſſion to ſend commiſſioners 
or repreſentatives in their ſtead, the vaſſals of 
the barons were not conſidered as at all con- 
cerned in the tranſaction; as they did not hold 
their lands of the crown, and therefore were 

not bound to appear in parliament; ſo they 
had no vote in the election of commiſſioners 
from the ſhires, nor were bound to pay any 
part of their expences. Hence aroſe a rule 
which ſtill keeps its ground in the law of Scot- 
land, that none who do not hold their lands 
directly of the crown, can vote in the election 
. of the repreſentative of the county. In early 
times, this regulation was probably not of | 
much importance; but the change of man- | 
ners, and of political ſentiments, which has 
taken place within theſe two laſt centuries, 
has rendered it highly intereſting. Some 
barons, or freeholders, as they are uſually now 
called, parcelled out the greater part, or even 
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| the whole of their eſtates among their vaſlals, NO . 
upon condition of- feudal ſubjection and ſer- - 


vice. But theſe ideas of feudal dependance 
having now - become obſolete, it frequently 
happens, that a man ſhall be the proprietor of 
a large eſtate, and yet have no vote in the e- 
lection of a member of parliament ; while the 
ſuperior, or ,perſon of whom he holds it as 
vaſſal, and who is entitled only to a pair of 
ſpurs, a roſe, or a penny Scots from the lands, 
ſhall enjoy this privilege, now ſo juſtly ac- 
counted valuable. 'This is an abuſe which the 
conſtitution of the country never meant to 
ſanction; and is a conſequence which muſt 
frequently ariſe from permitting old laws to

nor can burgage lands confer this right, into 
whatever hands they may fall. There is a 
caſe in which the king may act as ſuperior, 
and yet the vaſſal ſhall not be capable of vor- 
ing. It is this: If the ſuperior refuſe to 
give his vaſſal inveſtiture or feudal poſſeſſion 
of his lands, the law has provided a remedy by 
which the vaſſal may apply to his next high- 
er ſuperior, and fo up to the king, who re- 
fuſes inveſtiture to none : As a puniſhment 
of his obſtinacy, the ſuperior loſes his right 
of ſuperiority for life; but the vaſſal cannot, 
in conſequence of the fault of another, ſo far 
enfranchiſe his lands, as to acquire the right of 
voting at the election of a member of parlia- 
ment.

There is an important exception to the ge- 
neral doctrine, that to entitle a man to vote, 
his lands muſt be held of the crown: In the 
. ſhire of Sutherland all the lands were held of 
the Earl; it was therefore enacted, that, in 
that particular county, the owner of lands of 
two hundred pounds Scots valued rent, ſhould 
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be entitled to vote; though the vaſſal of a peer, 4 
or of an incorporation; providing always, that 
no more than one perſon ſhould be allowed to 
vote upon the ſame lands. 


It is faid, in the act 1681 already quoted, 
that the lands which entitle a man to vote, 
muſt be either a forty ſhilling land of old ex- 
tent, or muſt be valued at four hundred pounds 
Scots of yearly rent. 


The Scotch antiquarians have perplexed 
themſelves much about the old and new ex- 
tent. What is known upon the ſubject a- 
mounts to this, that at leaſt as early as the 
reign of Alexander the Third, an extent, or 
valuation of the lands of Scotland, had been 
made out for the purpoſes of taxation ; this 
was called the old extent. By the alteration 
of the value of money, as well as of particu- 
lar lands, this came to be imperfe& ; and 
James the Third, by an act 1457, c. 56. com- 
manded that juries called upon brieves of mort- 
anceſtry, for the ſervice of heirs, ſhould, in 
their verdi& or retour, ſtate the actual value 
of the lands. This was done for ſome time, 
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mo and was called the new extent; it uſually ſtat« 
. ed the lands at four times the old extent. 


By an act of the 16th George the Second, 
c. 11. the old extent is allowed to be proved 
only by retour dated prior to the 16th of 
September 1681 ; any alteration ſince that pe- 
riod forfeits the privilege. Hence, if a man 
have a twenty pound land, and ſell ever ſo 
little of it, he cannot be allowed to vote; 
but it is permitted to add two twenty ſhill- 
ing lands together to make up a qualification. 
The extent muſt be ſtated in what is called 
the valent clauſe of the retour, otherwiſe the 
evidence 1s held to be incomplete. But though 
the retour be loſt, an extract of it from the 
records in Chancery is ſufficient, © It is of no 
importance, whether, at its date, the lands held 
of a ſubject or of the crown, providing the 
verdict of a jury appear. The verdicts of ju- 
ries, declaring the extent of a whole county, 
are alſo included under the appellation of re- 
tours, and are good evidence ; but no charters 
or other deeds, however formal, are admitted.

If the lands upon which a right to vote ig Lat. 
d cannot in this manner be proved to —.— 
amount to a forty-ſhilling land of old extent, 
they muſt be valued at 4001. Scots 1 in the cels- 
books of the county. 


The mode of taxation by the old extent 
having become inconvenient, towards the end | 
of the reign of Charles the Firſt, monthly af- 
ſeſsments upon new valuations were impoſed. 
In 1656, a parliament, held by Oliver Crom- 
well, fixed the proportions of the aſſeſsments 
to be paid by the different counties. In 1667, 
Cromwell's mode was adopted, and Commiſ- 
fioners of ſupply appointed in each ſhire for 
proportioning out the tax upon the particular 
lands within that ſhire. Any landholder who 
cannot produce a retour of his lands, dated 
prior to the 16th of September 1681, ſhewing 
that they amount to a forty-ſhilling land of 
old extent, muſt be able to ſhew that they are 
valued in the books of theſe commiſſioners at 
400 l. Scots, before he can be entitled to vote. 
The commiſſioners of ſupply are appointed 
annually by the laws impoſing the land-tax ; 
nd each commiſſioner muſt poſſeſs, within the 
| 5 4 
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Hatred. county, in property or ſuperiority, lands va- 
ed at 100 l. Scots. Any proprietor of land 
may petition them, ſtating the entire valua- 
tion of his eſtate, and praying that it may be 
apportioned out upon particular parcels, ac- 
cording to the real rent of each parcel. The 
commiſſioners are bound to proceed; but their 
deciſions may be reviewed by the court of ſeſ- 
ſion. If long acquieſced in by the parties in- 

tereſted, they will ſcarcely be altered. 


3. The third requiſite neceſſary to entitle a 
proprietor of land to vote is, that he muſt be 
publicly infeft. Infeftment is the ſolemn feu- 
dal form of ſeizing or taking poſſeſſion of lands; 
and the atteſtation of poſſeſſion being given, 
called the inſtrument of ſaline, muſt be regiſ- 
tered, to render the infeftment good in every 
reſpect. By an act of the 15th Geo. II. 
c. 11. if a man acquire lands, not as an 
heir, but as a ſingular ſucceſſor, or what the 
Engliſh lawyers call by purchaſe or conqueſt, 
the inſtrument of infeftment or ſaſine muſt be 
regiſtered one year before the day of election. 


It is not neceſſary that he who claims a vote 
be infeft as abſolute proprietor or fiar; it is

ſufficient that he be n upon any of che 57 


lowing titles. 


Firſt, He ie be infeft in liferent, while an- 
other is infeft in fee ; in which caſe the names 
both of the liferenter and of the fiar are put 
upon the roll ; but the fiar cannot vote unleſs 
the liferenter decline to do ſo, or is abſent. 


Secondly, He may be infeft as appriſer or 
adjudger. By the law of Scotland, a creditor 
may have his debtor's lands appraiſed or ad- 
judged to himſelf, that is, he may have exccu- 
tion on them, under the limitation of a certain 
time, uſually called the legal, within which the 
debtor may redeem his property. After the 
legal or period of redemption is expired, the 
creditor, if in poſſeſſion of the lands, has a 
right to vote as a freeholder. 


Thirdly, A proper wadſetter is entitled to 
vote : A wadſet is a form of ſecurity for 
borrowed money, anciently much uſed : In 
what is called the proper wadſet, the creditor 
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che intereſt of his money, leaving to the pro-

4. The laft circumſtance neceſſary to entitle 
a landholder to vote is, that he muſt be in 
poſſeſſion of the lands upon which he claims, 


that is, he muſt have what is called in law 


civil poſſeſſion ; he muſt reap and enjoy the 
profits for his own advantage and benefit, and 
not hold the eſtate in truſt, for the benefit, or 
at the will of another. After the Union, it 
very ſoon became a practice in Scotland, for the 
fake of acquiring political influence, to convey 
a freehold eſtate to! a friend by fair titles, but 
either under a back-bond, or obligation in ho- 
nour, to reconvey, and to uſe it for the grant- 
er's advantage. To check this, an oath was 
framed by an act of the 12th of Queen Ann, 
and amended by a ſtatute, 7th of George II.

The oath itſelf did not put an end to fic- 
titious qualifications. The moſt uſual modes 
of framing them were the following: A pro- 
pnetor firſt feued out to any of his friends the 
lands upon which he meant to create the qua- 
khications ; He next alienated the ſuperiorities 
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of conſtituting its owner a freeholder: But 
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Intredu in fee; liferent or wadſet, to the perſons whom 
— he wiſhed to entitle to vote; thereafter the 


friends to whom he had feued out the lands 
re- diſponed them to him; and thus he gave 
away the bare ſuperiority only. Theſe tranſ- 
actions were entirely lawful in appearance; 
becauſe the law of Scotland certainly does al-
